Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-4,6-18,20-37,39-83 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
fails to teach a client receiver for receiving remote data from a remote device, where the 
remote data includes remote program modules and remote media format access data 
that corresponds to a set of remote media formats, wherein the client receiver initiates 
communication with the remote device, further storing the media formats on the client, 
and executing the set of modules to access the content of media including codecs, and 
replacing any media format access data with new media format access data when the 
existing access data is damaged in combination with all other limitations.
